it. Heretofore this income bus been 
devoted to educating negroes to profcs 
sional pursuits, but it is felt that tin 
money can he better employed in triiin 
ing pupils for occupations demanding 
manual skill. There are only a few 
such institutions at thc South, the mosl 
prominent being those at Hampton, 
Tuskegee and Tongaloo. More institu- 
tions of the kind would unqucstiomiblj 
be of advantage to the Poutli as an in- 
dustrial community an well as most ben- 
eficial in training the colored people foi 
useful occupations. The colored race 
lias made wonderful advancement, an 
any assist a nee in promoting its 'indus- 
trial and intellectual pmj-regH ehould be 
welcomed by nil who have the interests 
of the country at heart.

THE DKFENSK (JAINEI) NOTHING 


The Argument Will Proceed Today 


Before Judge Holmes With 


Much Vigor. 


Yesterday morning Judge Holmes' 


court room was crowded with people, 
who exhibited u deep interest in the 
proceedings on the motion of the de- 
fendants' attorney to quuah the indtct- 


icnt on account of irregularities in the 


formation and proceedings of the grand 
jury. The attorneys for both aides were 
present in force, and there was no delay 
in taking up the case at the appointed 
hour. 


The members of the grand 
jury 


seemed to be on trial, and the first wit- 
ness called was O. A. Hart of Mjllerton. 
He testified that he came to Fresno 
early in the morning of tho day on 
which MeWhirter was killed and heard 
of it at once. Ho said he had never 
Been MeWhirter in his lifetime, but he 
visited the scene of the tragedy, and 
while in the back yard of MeWhirter's 
house saw the bullet holes in the fence 
and elsewhere. 
Ho attended the fu- 


neral, because he had been an intimate 
friend of the Ulaaingame family. 


He was led to the belief it was the 


fork of an assassin, and he had never 
changed his opinion. He was asked 
especially if he had talked with W. H. 
McKcnzie on the subject, and what he 
had been told by that gentleman about 
his opinion of how McWhirter met his 
death. He replied that what he had 
heard outside of the jury room had had 
no effect upon his actions whatever. He 
had known 
Kichard Heath's father 


years ago and had been his personal 
friend, 
and he did not have 
any 


prejudice against the prisoner. He had 
never heard that either one of the de- 
fendants had been accused of the crime 
until the investigation was had in the 
^rand jury room.
